FIRES CAUSED BY NAILS.

Firms That Handle Cotton. 


"Speaking of insurance matters," 


said a listener, "I suppose the plain, 
old fashioned nail has caused more 
fires in the big establishments where 
machinery !s used in many and com- 
plicated ways than any other little 
thing in existence. 
The only thing 


needed Is for it to come in contact with 
some other hard material -with suffi- 
cient force to cause a spark and heat 
generation. Nails have really produced 
a heavy per cent of the cotton fires of 
the country. During recent years, on 
account of steps taken by the owners 
and conductors of the larger cotton and 
byproduct plants at the instance of in- 
surance men, the nail has not been 
such a prolific producer of fires. 


"A -way has been found, for instance, 


in cotton gins, cotton mills and In 
plants where cottonseed 
are 
put 


through manufacturing processes, of 
extracting nails and other weighty and 
flinty substances that may find lodg- 
ment in these inflammable products. 
Gravity is the natural force used. Nails 
and rocks and materials' of this kind 
are heavier than cotton and its by- 
products, and they have a tendency to 
force their way to the bottom of the 
heap. By allowing these products to 
pass over a rolling belt arrangement 
these heavier materials filter toward 
the bottom and are finally extracted, 
so that when the cotton or the cotton- 
seed passes through the grind in the 
various manufacturing processes there 
is but little danger from fire so far as 
these things are concerned."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Afcn«rl»emt* For tfe« Stable. 


Probably the cheapest absorbent for 


the liquids in the stable, considering 
first cost, is dry road dust or a well 
dried muck from the swamp that has 
been exposed to the weather at least 
one year since it was dug and dried out 
well, says a Vermont farmer in Ameri- 
can Cultivator. This, covered with bed- 
ding of straw or leaves, •will absorb it 
all. But when piled in the cellar a cer- 
tain fermentation takes place by which 
much of the nitrogen may pass off as 
ammonia, while If exposed in the yard 
it has much of the soluble matter 
washed out To prevent the loss in this 
•way means to have a cellar or a roof 
over the manure heap or to take the 
manure to the field before it has time 
to ferment. To hold and fix the ammo- 
nia many use gypsum or land plaster 
with or without tne muck or earth. 
Lately scientific farmers are advocat- 
ing the use of acid phosphate as being 
cqua'lr Trell adapted to absorb the am- 
monia and change it to a nitrate, in 
which form it is most available to the 
plants, and,as being itself a valuable 
fertilizer, adding to the phosphoric acid 
In the manure. It costs a little more 
than the plaster, but we think it is 
worth more and advise the use of a 
regular quantity every day, with the 
muck and bedding in abundance. 


ITiiderdrnlnnge Pay«. 


In the eastern states, at least, this 


has been one of the years in which 
underdrainage pays big dividends, says 
Alva Agee in National Stockman. 
Seme of our heaviest timothy grew 
where formerly there were clogged 
open ditches and swamp grass extend- 
ing on each side to a considerable dis- 
tance. 
One drain could be given a 


fall of only one inch to each hundred 
feet, but it works all right. 
Under- 


drainnge is costly, and the expense of 
thorough work on an extensive scale 
keeps many fiorn undertaking it, and 
sometimes rightfully so, but in swales 
and otuer lowland where a single crop 
may return the entire cost one cannot 
afford to le't the water remain even if 
money must be borrowed for the work. 
Open ditches, too, are a costly nui- 
sance. 


\Vintorins the Been. 


We believe that with a box that will 


so cover the hive as to leave space be- 
tween the inner and outer boards for 
cushions filled with chaff, say two or 
three inches thick, we can winter the 
bees quite as well on the summer 
stands as In the cellar, and it is no 
more labor to put on these outer cases 
and cushions than it would be to move 
the hives in winter and spring, says 
American Cultivator. Nearly every one 
acknowledges that the bees will con- 
sume more food in the cellar than 
when wintered out of doors, and we 
think if the cellar is subject to damp- 
ness, to changes of temperature or is 
not always well ventilated there is 
more loss of bees there than on the 
stands, even when a nucleus of the col- 
ony is saved. 


" Concerning; Sheep Dips. 


Sheep dips in which lime and sulphur 


enter in making have been given a 
deathblow by the American Wool com- 
pany of" Boston more effectual than a 
statutory enactment. 
Last spring it 


instructed its buyers to refuse all wool 
that had been dipped in a lime and 
sulphur mixture. 
As this 
company 


controls upward of thirty of the lar- 
gest woolen mills of the country its 
orders in this respect will have com- 
manding influence. 
A strong decoc- 


tion of tobacco is fully as effective as 
the ill smelling lime and sulphur dips, 
while there are several proprietary 
dips on the market that are safe and 
good for scab and ticks.

Shoeing a Hor«e. 


If the horse flinch while a particular 


nail is being driven, the nail should be 
at once removed, the hole disinfected 
with a few diops of carbolic acid (3 
per cent) and closed with wax, says 
Country Life. There is seldom any bad 
result. But when bleediug follows the 
shoe should once more be carefully 
tried and only affixed when it is seen 
to fit perfectly and the nail holes to 
correspond exactly with the white line. 
The nails should be left out in the 
neighborhood of the injury and the lat- 
ter disinfected and closed with wax or 
tar. 


Plains on Peach feeen." 


J. Yates Peek of Hudson, N. Y., 


writes to the New York Tribune that, 
fearing the seasons there were some- 
times too severe for the peach crop, he 
topbudded his peach trees with Japan 
plums, and has had loads of fruit of 
both kinds on the same trees this sea- 
son,

though thinned what he thought was 
severely last year. He uses these plum 
trees not only in commercial orchard- 
ing, but he considers them among the 
most ornamental trees among the oth- 
ers on the lawn.

TVlieu to Sow Clover. 


Clover seed should be sown toward 


the close of March or very early in 
April, preferably upon a light snow, j 
when, aided by the tracks, one can 
make sure of fully covering the ground, 
says Professor Wheeler of the Rhode 
Island station. 
Suosequently, while 


the ground is still somewhat soft, but 
yet not so as to be particularly injured 
by the horse's feet, it is well to roll the 
land thoroughly. 


Throwing Hnj- Ont of the 
Many horses throw the hay out of 


the manger, tramp on it and then re- 
fuse to eat it, says New England 
Homestead. 
This most generally oc- 


curs when a horse stands in a single 
stall. The best ;svay to stop this is to 
nail a piece of wood across the man- 
ger, so that the hay can be pushed 
down under it. The hay cannot then 
be thrown out.

Perfection of a Precious Stone !• 


D«* *o Some Imperfection 


ID lt» MnJil'njr toy Nature. 
Paradoxical as it may appear, the 


perfection ot a gem is largely due to 
some imperfection in its make. Some 
little mistake made in the laboratory of 
nature produces a defective stone 
which is perfection itself from the lap- 
idary's point of view. Ninety-nine out 
of e-sjery hundred emeralds dug from 
the mine are almost white and of little 
value, but the hundredth one Is, of a 
rich velvety green and, if without oth- 
er flaws than its color, sells for ?300 a 
caiat or 240 times as much as its col- 
orless brother. The reason of the rich 
r-olor which gives the emerald its value. 
is that nature, in makiug the stone, B«I 
in too much oxide of 'cluomium, just as 
the cook sometimes gets too much sal- 
eratus m the biscuits. The standard of 
perfection,in the laboiatory of nature 
is the colorless emerald, and her deep 
green ones are some of lier failures; 
failures -which, nevertheless, delight 
mankind, however much they may dis- 
gust nature. You could buy a ton of 
oxide of chromium lor the price which 
half a grain of it gives to a cheap and 
common crystal. 


V.'hen nature makes mistakes in man- 


ufacturing diamonds, the results are 
equally remarkable. Her standard for 
a diamond is a pure white stone, but 
sometimes a foreign substance gets into 
the crucible, and the result is a red or 
blue diamond. A fine white brilliant of 
one carat can be bouglit for §125, but a 
blue stone of that size would be cheap 
at §3,500. A red diamond is of even 
greater value, a red stone of fifteen 
grains having bfen sold for $3,000. Yet 
the little particle of foreign material 
which nature carelessly let fall into the

Yet 
the material of the cheap spinel and 
the valuable ruby are practically the 
same, save for that small fraction of 
chromic acid which got into the ruby 
by mistake. 


When nature starts out to manufac- 


ture opals, she endeavors to make them 
without any cracks.in them. In this 
she seldom succeeds, coming nearest to 
perfection in the" MLenican. opals, which 
iave few cracks in them .and therefore 
little luster. The •fiery,.glow of the ori- 
ental opal and the play of light m the 
depths of that exquisite stone are due 
entirely to the numberless cracks 
which seam the surface of the gem. It

Old Story of Smooth Tongued, \Vel1 


Dressed Strangers, Three Little 
Cards and the Lamb—Fatal Explo- 
sion of Gas — Happenings In the 
Buckeye State. 
Akron, O., Oct 11.—Hueston Kep- 


ler, a well known farmer of Summit 
county, was swindled out of $5,000 by 
two strangers, one of whom said he 
wanted to purchase land owned by 
Kepler at Barberton. While on a visit 
to the property a second stranger was 
met who induced Kepler and his com- 
panion to eo into a card g-am«», the 
outcome of which was the transfer of 
Kepler's money, which had been 
drawn from a bank, to a grip which 
the second stranger carried, and his 
subsequent departure with it, Kepler 
not suspecting the trick, believing 
that the money had been given to him 
in a smaller grip, which contained 
only green paper. 


Kepler was warned at the bank 


against sharpers, but he did not Kteed. 
When he returned and met the men 
on the roadway his money was placed 
in a small grip and the grip shut up 
in a larger one. The card playing 
then went on. After a while Mr. Kep- 
ler's suspicions were aroused and he 
demanded his money. 
The big grip 


was opened and the smaller one given 
to him. The strangers then drove off. 
When Mr. Kepler opened the small 
grip he found it filled with green pa- 
per. Police are at work on the case. 
Kepler was formerly coroner of the 
county. 


Boiler Explosion, 


New Pittsburg, O., Oct. 11.—A boil- 


er explosion occurred at the New 
Pittsburg Coal company's mine here. 
A fireman named Luke Hamilton was 
horribly mangled and died. Several 
other men were severely though not 
fatally scalded. The boiler was one 
of tbe battery of eight boilers used by 
the New Pittsburg Coal company and 
was recently tested and pronounced 
in good condition. 


Gas Exploded. 


Bellaire, O., Oct. 11.—James Jack- 


son and Henry Munyon, colored, were 
probably fatally hurt in an explosion 
c-f natural gas at Schindewolf's sa- 
loon. 
The men were sleeping in a 


rear room alongside a gas fire. While 
asleep the gas went out, and when a 
match was lighted an explosion fol- 
lowed. Tne men were badly burned 
and bruised. 


Russia and Afghanistan. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.—The press 


here is harmonious concerning the sit- 
uation on Afghanistan. The Svet ex- 
presses unhesitatingly the thoughts 
that others voice less unspokenly. 
The Svet demands the occupation of 
Herat, and perhaps also of other im- 
portant frontier points until Afghan- 
istan is completely tranquillized, re- 
marks that the moment is prcpiLicus 
for a courageous advance, and says 
that England can not be allowed to 
annex Afghanistan. "Russia does not 
desire war against India," The Svet 
adds, "since India would bring only 
annoyance. 
But Russia requires po- 


lice in her central Asian frontiers. If 
Russia controlled Afghanistan peace 
with England would be assured." All 
the papers agree that Russia must 
counteract British designs. 


Bloody Duel. 


Selma, Ala., Oct. 11.—At Palmyra, 


Lowndes county. Dr. Strickland and 
T. E. Barnes got into a quarrel, and 
Barnes shot Strickland twice with a 
pistol. Strickland then picked up a 
long scantling lying near by and hit 
Barnes a terrible lick with-it over the 
top of the head, killing him instantly. 
Strickland is mortally wounded and 
vnll die. Qne of the bullets lodged in 
his left breast and the other in the 
right shoulder. 
Strickland's wife is 


critically ill and it is thought that the 
shock of her husband's death will aiso 
kill her. Both of the men were highly 
respected citizens of their community 
and had been close friends until the 
difllculty. 
The cause of the trouble 


is not known. 


Ambassador Clayton Retained. 


City of Mexico, Oct. n. — General 


Powell Clayton of Arkansas. "United 
States ambassador here, on Sept. 20 
forwarded his resignation through the 
state department at Washington to 
President Roosevelt, according to cus- 
tom. 
Ambassador Clayton has receiv- 


ed a reply from the department of 
state expressing the hope of the pres- 
ident that he remain in the office he 
now holds. Ambassador Clayton's re- 
tention gives general satisfaction, as 
he has been a vigilant representative 
of the American interests in this coun- 
try and is on cordial terms with the 
Mexican government. 


Mob Outwitted. 


Madison, Fla., Oct. 11.—Will Jones, 


the negro desperado, who killed two 
people and seriously wounded several 
others, has been secretly removed to 
Tallahassee. He is wounded in nearly 
a dozen places and is expected to die. 
A mob of would-be lynchers appeared 
at the jail and demanded the negro, 
but he had been taken away. Another 
of Jones' victims, Anderson, the.white 
man, who was hunting when shot, is 
dead. This makes three persons killed 
by Jones. 


Sentenced to Death. - 


Cartersville, Ga.. Oct. 11. —Will 


Jackson, a negro, was given the death 
penalty for attempting to assault a 
white woman. The Barlow guards 
were on duty around the courthouse 
during the trial to nievent a threat- 
eaed lynching.

The dynamite 
exploded, and in a moment the great- 
er part of both trains was a mass of 
burning wreckage, with powder cans 
flying all over the little town beside 
tilt; tiact. Iiciiry Ernst, the engineer 
of the second section, and his fireman, 
E. J. Jones, jumped and Jones escaped 
unhurt. Ernst was badly injured. Ed 
Suggs, brakeman, was caught under 
the wreckage and sustained probably 
fatal injuries.
